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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyndeboro: 


I respectfully submit my fourteenth annual re- 

port as Superintendent of Schools. 
Supervision 

There has been no major change in the general 
plan of supervision from that of previous years. The 
results of the standardized tests are used with more 
effectiveness as we gain in the understanding of the 
meaning of test results and methods of utilizing 
them to improve instruction. The outstanding illus- 
tration of this gain the past year is in the fields of 
Reading and Spelling. When tests showed weakness 
in the reading skills, and particularly in the knowl- 
edge of exact meaning of words, we shifted the em- 
phasis in methods of teaching reading to meet the 
situation. This weakness carried over also into spell- 
ing abilities, and we have made a change in the 
spelling system, introducing a new type of textbook 
which is a combination of spelling and word study. 
These have been in use approximately two months 
and the improvement in spelling is noticeable al- 
ready by comparison with work of the preceding 
months. Standardized tests in the spring and next 
fall will indicate the extent to which we have over- 
come the weaknesses, and will point the way to fu- 
ture procedure. 

Teachers and Salaries 

The surplus of qualified teachers which existed 
during the years of the depression has very largely 
disappeared. There is almost a scarcity of good 
primary teachers and no more than the normal sur- 
plus of upper grade teachers. This situation has 
accelerated the rate at which teachers’ salaries are 
being restored to their former levels, from the re- 
duced salaries that prevailed in the past five years. 
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. Health 
The medical inspection was made by Dr. Oscar 
Burns of Milford in September. He examined 76 
pupils and found the following defects, all of which 
were reported to the parents: 


Underweight 20 
Defective Vision 10 
Anaemia 6 
Pulmonary Disease 1 
Defective Teeth 35 
Tonsils and Adenoids 10 


There has been no report of follow-up work. 

The splendid work of the Parent-Teacher As- 
sociation in providing for dental clinic work has 
been of great benefit to the children who had the ad- 
vantage of this service. 

Mention should also be made of the hot lunch 
project recently developed at the South School 
through the cooperation and generosity of some of 
the parents in donating labor and materials for con- 
structing the equipment required. Children who 
bring their lunches are thus able to have a hot din- 
ner. 

Repairs and Improvements 

The plan the School Board has followed for sev- 
eral years of spreading the major repairs by con- 
centrating on one building each year has taken care 
of most of the work that was neglected during the 
early years of the depression. Some work should be 
done at Perham Corner the coming year. The pro- 
posed installation of electric lights in the Lyndeboro 
Center School will put that building on a par with 
South Lyndeboro and Perham Corner. 

Budget for 1937-1938 

Estimates for next school year differ slightly 
from those presented a year ago in the following 
items. We should have a little more money for 
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teachers’ salaries because of the situation explain- 
ed in the second paragraph of my report. The al- 
lowance for light must be increased to take care of 
the service at Lyndeboro Center. 

Transportation was secured this year at a lower 
figure than was estimated and we are using this 
year’s cost as the estimate for next year. Although 
four of the pupils attending high school will gradu- 
ate in June, there will probably be six to enter next 
fall for the first time, hence the increase in the esti- 
mate for payment of high school tuition. New equip- 
ment is increased to $50 to provide for some new 
desks to replace old ones that are giving out. Re- 
placements in the last few years have been made 
from surplus desks on hand until all have been used.
